Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  yiroper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets.

MAPLE  RIDGE  BY-LAWS.

^l^lII'MvKAS  it  is  iu!ct‘ss!iry  iuul  ox|K‘<liunt  tliat 
j)rovision  l)o  iiiado  for  tlic  recovery  of  taxes  in 
ari'ears  for  two  years  prior  to  tlie  passing  of  this  by- 
law, owing  to  the  j\I nniei])ality,  hy  sale  at  jinhlie 
auction  l>y  the  Collector  of  the  lands  or  real  property 
or  iinproveinents  ni>on  which  such  taxes  liave  been 
levied,  or  so  inueh  tliereof  as  shall  satisfy  the  amount 
of  said  taxes  .and  interest  and  costs  of  and  incidental 
to  such  sale  ; 

Me  it  therefoi'c  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  (founeil  of 
the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Collector  of  the  Muni- 
cipality of  Maple  Ridge  to  sell  at  public  auction,  as 
hereinafter  mentioned,  all  land  or  improvements  or  real 
property  upon  which  taxes  are  in  arrears  for  two  years 
prior  to  the  passing  of  this  by-law. 

•2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Municipality  to  ]>ur- 
chase  any  real  ]iro])crty  included  in  such  sale  when  the 
highest  price  offereil  thereat  is  less  than  the  amount  of 
such  arrears  and  costs. 

■S.  The  said  Reeve  and  Council  hereby  appoint  R. 
W.  Meckett  and  A.  L Lazenby,  of  the  Municipality 
of  Majile  Ridge,  to  prepare  a list  of  such  land  and 
real  j)roperiy  and  improvements  for  the  purpo.se  of 
such  sale,  ]>ursuant  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section 
MR  of  section  .")0  of  the  “Municipal  Clauses  Act,  I8!)(i,” 
and  their  remuneration  therefor  shall  be  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

4.  .Such  list  shall  be  duly  authorised  by  the  Cderk  of 
the  Municipality  affixing  the  corporation  seal  to  the 
same,  and  the  Reeve  alHxing  his  signature,  and  the 
said  Reeve  shall  also,  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of 
the  said  Municipality,  issue  to  the  said  Collector  a 
warrant  directing  and  commanding  him,  if  the  said 
taxes  are  not  paid,  to  sell  the  lands  and  real  properties 
and  improvements  included  in  such  list,  as  hereinafter 
enactc(l. 

o.  A copy  of  such  list,  authenticated  as  aforesaid, 
and  with  such  warrant  appended  thereto,  prior  to  such 
sale  shall  be  published  for  one  calendar  month  in  the 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  the  Weekly  Colum- 
bian, a newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  New  West- 
minster, M.  C. , and  circulating  in  the  said  Munici- 
pality. A copy  of  such  list  shall  also  be  exhibited 
continuously  for  one  calendar  month  before  such  sale 
in  the  hall  of  the  said  Municipality  at  Port  Haney. 

6.  One  calendar  month’s  notice  of  such  sale  shall  be 
given  to  the  registered  ownei-s  and  to  the  persons 
assessed  for  such  land  and  real  property  and  improve- 
ments, and  a notice  in  the  form  set  out  in  the  schedule 
hereto,  duly  prepaid,  posted  at  the  post  office  at  Port 
Hammond,  and  addressed  to  the  last  known  place  of 
residence  of  each  of  such  per.sons,  or  their  agents, 
shall  constitute  a good  and  sufficient  notice  of  such 
sale. 

7.  The  Collector  shall  not  before  effecting,  or  at- 
tempting to  effect,  such  sale  be  bound  to  inquire  or 
ascertain  whether  any  distress  is  on  any  of  the  prop- 
erties included  in  such  list,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  as 
to  the  value  of  the  same. 

8.  The  said  lands  and  real  properties  and  impiove- 
ments  for  which  such  taxes  are  in  arrears  shall  be  sold 
by  the  Collector  of  the  Municipality  for  cash  forth- 
with by  ]jublic  auction,  at  the  Municipal  Hall,  Port 
Haney,  on  the  IGth  day  of  April,  A.l).  1898,  at  the 
hour  of  10  o’clock  in  the  forenoon. 

9.  If  the  purchaser  of  any  land  or  real  property  or 
improvements  fails  immediately  to  pay  to  the  Collector 
the  amount  of  the  purchase  money  therefor  the  Col- 
lector shall  forthwith  re-offer  the  said  property  for 
sale. 

10.  If  at  any  time  appointed  for  any  sale  hereunder 
no  bidder  appears,  or  shall  the  bidding  in  any  case  be 
insufficient  to  satisfy  arrears  and  costs,  the  Collector 
may,  in  his  discretion,  adjourn  the  sale  from  time  to 
time  and  the  place,  as  he  may  think  fit,  without  further 
notice,  and  at  any  such  adjournment  the  Collector 
may,  if  he  thinks  lit,  sell  sucii  lands  or  real  property 
or  im])rovements  for  such  sum  as  he  can  realize,  and 
the  balance,  or  whatever  amount  may  not  be  realized 
of  the  said  arrears  ami  costs,  shall  remain  as  a charge 
against  the  said  land  or  real  property  or  improvements 
in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  municipal  taxes. 


I I.  I inmcdiutidy  after  .such  s.dc  or  adjoin  ned  sale  as 
aforesaid  the  Collector  shall  reinrn  a listol  the  arrears 
satisfied  by  such  sale  to  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Munici- 
pality, and  sludl  at  the  same  time  pay  in  the  inocecds 
thereof  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Muniei|)alil y. 

I*J.  The  ( 'olleetor  shall  be  entitled  to  a commission 
of  ten  per  cent,  on  all  ari'i  ars  of  taxes  collected  by 
him,  and  such  eoinn  ission  shall  be  included  in  the 
resjiLCl ive  costs  set  out  in  the  list  first  mentioned  in 
paragraph  three  hereof. 

1.4.  Nothing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding shall  affect  the  right  of  the  said  Muni- 
cipality  to  recover  the  said  arrears  or  taxes,  or  any 
part  thereof,  with  interest  and  costs,  as  provided  by 
the  said  “ .\1  unicipal  Chinses  Act,  I89(i,”  and  any  by- 
law passed  by  the  Municipality  in  pursuance  thereof. 

14.  d’he  said  Collector  shall  conduct  such  sale  in 
manner  following,  that  is  to  say,  he  shall  first  offer  the 
whole  of  the  land  or  real  jn-operty  or  iinpiovemcnts 
for  the  amount  due,  a.s  shown  on  the  list  first  men- 
tioned in  ])aragraph  tliiee  hereof,  and  any  jierson  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  ofl'er  to  take  any  ])art  of  the  lamls  or 
leal  |)ro])erty  or  improvements  and  pay  therefor  the 
whole  amount  due  as  aforesaid,  and  the  ])crson  who 
offer.-;  to  jiay  the  said  amount  for  the  smallest  portion, 
by  admeasurement,  of  the  lands  or  real  projierty  or 
improvements  shall,  after  three  calls,  be  deemed  to  be 
the  purchaser  thereof,  subject  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned 

15.  In  the  event  of  any  offer  not  being  made  for  the 
whole  of  any  I'eal  property  to  an  amount  sufficient  to 
covei-  the  sum  set  forth  in  the  said  list,  the  Collector 
shall  be  at  liberty  to  knock  down  at  such  auction  the 
same  to  the  highest  biddei',  and  it  shall  lie  lawful  for 
the  M unici])ality  to  jnirchase  any  of  the  said  real 
])roj)erty  at  a sum  eipud  to  that  oflored  by  the  said 
highest  bidder  by  resolution  at  any  time  within  one 
month  from  the  date  such  real  jiroperty  shall  be  sold. 

It).  'I’he  Collector  shall  for  all  properties  sold  which 
the  said  Municipality  shall  not  j)urchase,  as  mentioned 
in  the  last  preceding  clause  hereof,  at  the  expiration 
of  a calendar'  month  after  such  sale  oi'  adjournment  at 
which  the  property  in  question  shall  be  sold,  deliver  to 
the  purchaser  a certificate  under  his  hand  in  the  form 
and  to  the  effect  jrresci  ibed  by  section  1 50  of  the  said 
“ Municipal  Clauses  Act,  189G.” 

17.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force 
on  the  13th  day  of  January,  A.l).  1898. 

18.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Tax  Sale  B}'- 
Law,  1898.”

COQUITLAM  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAtY 

To  authorise  thr  Coijtoriitioii  of  the  JH.strirt  of  Co- 
f/nlflfiiti  to  horroio  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  in  rinfici- 
jnifion  of  the  receijit  of  it.t  rerenne  for  the  »/<-«>■ 
ISUS. 

T \ ^HEKEAS  the  Corporation  is  empowered  to  bor- 
T T row  from  any  person  such  sum  of  money,  not 
exceeding  an  amount  ecpial  to  the  total  of  taxes  upon 
land  or  real  property,  as  sliown  tiy  the  revised  Assess- 
ment Roll  of  the  Municipality  for  the  preceding  year, 
and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest  as  may  be  recpiisite 
to  nieet  the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  Corpor- 
ation which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual  revenue 
before  the  revenue  for  the  year  becomes  payable  by 
the  taxpayers  : 

And  whereas  the  total  amount  of  taxes  upon  land  or 
real  projierty  as  shown  by  the  revised  Assessment  Roll 
of  the  Municipality  for  the  year  1897  is  83,992.75  : 

And  whereas  to  meet  the  current  legal  expenditure 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Co(piitlam  for  the 
year  1898  which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  annual 
revenue  for  the  said  year  before  such  revenue  becomes 
payable  by  the  taxpayers,  it  is  reipiisite  for  the  said 
Corporation  to  borrow'  the  sum  of  .§1,600.00  : 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Cocputlam  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  Coquitlam,  by  the  Reeve  and  the  Finance 
Committee  thereof,  to  borrow'  upon  the  credit  of  the 
said  Corporation  from  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 


the  sum  of  §1,600.00  in  such  amounts  and  at  such 
■ times  as  the  same  may  be  required,  bearing  interest  at 
|a  rate  not  exceeding  eiglit  per  centum  per  annum. 

2.  The  money  so  borrow'ed  shall  be  expended  in 
defraying  the  current  legal  expenses  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration for  the  yeai-  1898,  and  together  with  the 
interest  thereon  shall  be  repayable  and  repaid  on  or 
before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1898,  out  of  the 
municipal  revenue  foi’  the  said  year. 

3.  Tlic  acknowledgment  of  such  liability  shall  be 
in  the  foi'm  of  a promissory  note,  signed  by  the  Reeve, 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal  of  the 
said  Corporation. 

4.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Coquitlam 
Temporary  Loan  By-law,  1898.” 

5.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  on  the  17th  dav  of 
February,  1898. 

Passed  the  Municipal  Council  the  17th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1898.
